To obtain the highest food“value, 
potatoes should not be peeled. When 
peeled, there is least loss by putting 
directly into hot water.and_ boiling 
quickly. When potatoes are peeled 
and-soaked in cold water the loss is 
very great. It has also been found 
that considerable losses occur in the 
boiling’ of other vegetables stich as 
carrots, beets and parsnips. The 
loss in the mineral matter is scrious, 
as vegetables furnish mineral mater- 
ials from which teeth and bone are 
formed. Vegetables should be boil- 
ed in large pieces and in as small a 
quantity of water as possible.
